I happened to observe It, became 
I was stranded at the old Minstou- 
house In Mackinac, waiting for a 1-aike 
Superior steamer which did not choose 
to come, and I was devouring, to the 
very stubble, all the current Utcratuia 
I could get hold of, even down to the 
deaths and marriages In tho “Herald,” 
My memory tor names and people Is 
good, and lite reader will see, as hi* 
goes ou, that I had n umiii enough to 
remember Philip Nolan. 
There are 
hundreds of render* who would have 
paused at that anmiunecmoiit, lf the 
officer of the Levant who reported it 
had chosen lo make It thus; 
“Died, 
Muy lith. ’The Man without a Coun­ 
try.’ ’’ 
For It was as “The Man with­ 
out a Country” that poor Philip Nolan 
had generally been know ti by the offi­ 
cer* who bad turn In charge dining 
Home fifty years, as, Indeed, hy all 
tin* men who had sailed under them, 
I dare sa) there Is many u man who 
hits taken wine with Ii I iii once a fort­ 
night, in a three years’ cruise, who 
Mover knew that ids name was “No* 
lait,” or whether th* poor wretch had 
any* name ut all. 
There can now be no possible barm 
In telling tiiis pour creature’* story. 
I leu-on enough there 
lias b«»eu till 
now, ever since Madison’s ududnisira­ 
tion went out In IHI?, for very strict 
secrecy, the secrecy of honor itself, 
among tin* gentlemen of the navy who 
lune had Nolan In successive charge. 
And certainly It speaks well for the es­ 
prit de corps of the profession and the 
personal honor of Its members, that to 
the press this man's story bus becu 
wholly unknown, and, I think, to the 
Country ut large also. 
I have reason to think, from some 
investigations I made iii tho uuvul 
archives when I was attached to the 
bureau of construction, that every of­ 
ficial report relating to him was burned 
when Ross burned the public buildings 
at Washington. 
One of the Tuckers, 
or possibly one of the Wutsous, had 
Nolan in charge at the end of the w ar; 
tad w lien, on returning I rom his cruise, 
lie reported at Washington to one of 
the FrowuinshleWis—who was in the 
navy department when he came home 
—he fouud that the department Ig­ 
nored the whole business. 
Whether 
tho y really knew nothing about it, or 
whether it was a non ad rlcordo, de­ 
termined on us a piece of policy, I do 
not know. 
But this I do know, that 
since IM7, and possibly before, no 
naval officer has mentioned Nolan in 
his report of a cruise. 
As I say, there is no need for se­ 
crecy any longer. 
And now the poor 
creature Is dead, it seem* to me worth 
while to tell a little of hi* story, by 
way of showing young Americans of 
today w hut it Is to be 
A MAN WITHOUT A COUNTRY. 
Philip Nolan was as due a young 
officer us there was In the “Legion of 
the West,’’ as the western division of 
our army was then culled. 
When 
Aaron Burr made his first dashing ex­ 
pedition down to New Orleans in 1805, 
at f ort Massac, or somewhere above 
on the river, he met, as the devil 
would have it, this gay, dashing, bright 
young fellow, at some dinner puny, 
I think. 
Burr marked him, Bilked to 
nim, walked with him, took him a day 


or two’s voyage in his nnmonr, ana, 
In short, fascinated him. 
Fur tile next 
year burrock life was very tame to 
poor Nolan, 
He occasionally availed 
of tile permission the great limn had 
given him to write to him. 
Long, high- 
worded, stilted letters the poor buy 
wrote and re-wrote and copied. 
But 
never a line did lie have in reply fro:" 
tin* gay deceiver. 
The other boys in 
the garrison sneered at him, because 
lie sacrificed iii this unrequited aff*-**- 
Bon for a politician the time xviii* ii 
they devoted to Monongahela, sledge, 
and hlgli-low-Jack. 
Bourbon, euchre 
and poker were still unknown. 
But 
one day Nolan had his revenge. 
This 
time Burr came down the river, not un 
an attorney seeking a place for ids 
office, but as a disguised conqueror. 
He laid defeated I know not how many 
district attorneys; lo* had dined ut I 
know not how many public dinners; he 
had been heralded in I know not how 
ninny Weekly Arguses; and it was ru­ 
mored tiiut lie had an army behind 1dm 
and an empire before him. 
It. was a 
.Treat day 
his arrival- to poor Nolan. 
Burr had not been at the fort un hour 
before lie sent for him. 
That * vt ming 
tie ask* d Nolan to take him out iii Ids 
skiff, to show him a cane-brake or a 
cottonwood tree, as he said, really to 
seduce him; and by tile time the sail 
was over, Nolan was enlisted body and 
soul. 
From that time, though lie did 
not yet know it, lie lived us “A Man 
without a Country.’* 
What Burr meant to do I know no 
more than you, dear reader. 
It is none 
of our business Just now. 
Only, when 
the grand catastrophe came, and .Jef­ 
ferson and the House of Virginia of 
Bint day undertook to break on the 
wheel ail tin* possible florences of tin* 
then House of York, by the great 
treason tTiul at Richmond, some of the 
lesser fry in Bint distant Mississippi 
valley, vvhleh was farther from us than 
Puget Sound Is today, introduced the 
like novelty on their provincial stage, 
and, to while away tile monotony of 
tile summer at Fort Adams, got up, for 
spectacles, a string of court-martials 
on the officers there. 
One ami anoth­ 
er of the colonels and majors were 
tried, and, to till out the list, little No- 
Inn, against 
whom, 
heaven 
knows, 
there was evidence enough, that he 
was sick of the service, had been will­ 
ing to be false to it, arid would have 
obeyed any order to mu reb anywhither 
w11it anyone who would follow him, 
had the order only been signed, “ By 
command of His Exc. A. Burr.” 
The 
courts dragged on. 
Th** big Hie* es­ 
caped. rightly for all I know. 
Nolan 
was proved guilty enough, us I say; 
yet you aud i would never have heard 
of him, reader, lint tiiai, when th** 
president of th* court naked him ut til** 
close, whether ti** wished to say any­ 
thing to show that in* had always been 
faithful to tti** United States, he cried 
out, in u fit of frenzy; 
“iv— n tin* United State;! 
I wish 
I may never hear of the L'aitid Stat*** 
aga in J” 
I suppose he did not know how the 
words shocked old Colonel Morgan, 
who vvus holding the court. 
Ilulf the 
officers who .-at 
in 
It 
had 
served 
through 
tie* 
Devolution, 
aud 
their 
lives, not to say their nee! s. had been 
risked for the very Idea vs bleb he so 
Cavalierly cursed in his mildness. 
Ile, 
on his part, had grown up in tile West 
of th* ;*• dn) 
in the midst of ‘’Spanish 
plot,” “Orleans plot,” and all the rest, 
His education, such as it 
w^s, had 
been perfected in commercial expedi­ 
tious to Vera Cruz, and I think lie told 
iii** his father once hired an English­ 
man to be a private tutor for ii winter 
on Bn* plantation. 
Ile had spent half 
Ins youth with un older brother, hunt­ 
ing horses In Texas; und, In a word, to

M a y Never Hear of the 
United State* A gain I” 


him “United States” was scarcely a 
reality. 
Yet he hail been fed by “Unit­ 
ed States” for all the year* since In* 
had been in the army. 
He had svv >rn 
on his faith us a Christian to be true to 
“United 
States.” 
It 
was 
‘T u tted 
States” which gave him the uniform lie 
wore, aud the sword by his side. 
Nay, 
my poor Nolan, it was only because 
‘‘United States” bad picked you out 
first us out* of her own confidential 
men of honor, that “A. Burr” cured 
for you a straw more than for the flat* 
boat men who sailed Ills ark for him. 
I do not excuse N olan; I only explain 
to the reader why lie dimmed his coun­ 
try, and wished he might never hear 
her name again. 
He never did hear her name but once 
again. 
From that moment, Septem­ 
ber 23. 1807, till the day he died, Muy 
ll, 1863. he never beard her name 
again. 
For that half century anti 


mere n*» crni; a men without a coun­ 
try. 
Old Morgan, as I said. was terribly 
shocked. 
If Nolan had compared 
George Washington to Benedict Ar- 
I nob!, or had cried, “God save King 
George,” Morgan would riot have felt 
worse. 
He culled tile court Into til* 
private room, and returned in fifteen 
minutes, with a face like u sheet, to 
I say: 
“Prisoner, hear the sentence of the 
; court. 
The court decides, subject to 
the approval of the president, that you 
never Jicar the name of Hie United 
States again.” 
Nolan laughed.

Then Morgan lidded:

The marshal gave Ids orders, and 
the prisoner was taken out of court. 
“Mr. Marshal,” continued obi Mor­ 
gan, "see that no on** mentions the 
United Stall's to the prisoner.

Marshal, make my respects to Lieu­ 
tenant Mitchell ut Orleans, and re­ 
quest him to order that no one shall 
mention the United States to the pris­ 
oner while ii** Im on board ship.

I have always supposed that Colonel 
Morgan himself took the proceedings 
of Bn* court to Washington <’ity, nod 
explained them to Mr. Jefferson. 
Cer­ 
tain It Is that the president approved 
them, certain, that Is, if I may believe 
the men who suy they have seen his 
.signature. 
'rho plan then adopted was sub- 
*Bantially tin* same which was neces­ 
sarily followed ever after. 
Perhaps 
it was suggested by tin* necessity of 
sending him 
by 
water 
from 
Fort 
Adams and Orleans. The secretary of 
th** navy was requested to put Nolan 
on board a government vessel t>ouad 
on ti long cruise, and to direct that he 
should be only so fur confined there 
as to make It curtain that he never 
saw or heard of the country. 
We bud 
few long cruises then, and the nuvy 
was very much out of favor; and as 
almost all of this story Is traditional, 
us I have explained. I do not know cer­ 
tainly what his first cruise was.

“Washington,” (with tin* date, which

.States army. 
“This person on bls trial by court­ 
martial expressed with un oath the 
vvirflt that he might never hear of the 
United States again. 
"The court sentenced him to have 
his wish fulfilled. 
“ For the present, the execution of 
Bn* order is Intrusted by Bu* president 
of this department. 
“You will take the prisoner on board 
your ship, ami keep him there wit Ii 
such precautions us shall prevent ins 
escape. 
“ You will provide him 
with such 
quarters, 
rations, 
aud 
clothing 
us 
would be proper for an officer of bl­ 
in!** ruiik, lf he were a passenger on 
your vessel on the business of his gov­ 
ernment. 
“The gentlemen on board will make 
any arrangements agreeable to them 
selves regarding ids society.

“ It is the intention of the govern 
meat that he shall never again sec 
tin* country which he lins disowned. 
Before the etui of your cruise you will 
r**celve orders which will give effect 
to this intention.

“for the Secretary of th** Navy.” 
If I had only preserved the whole 
of this paper, there would la* uo break 
in the beginning of my sketch of this 
story.
